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U.S. bishops call for 
an energy ‘morality’ 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The U.S. bishops have 
Published a major new statement, Reflections on 
the. Energy Crisis, calling on policy-makers and 
Catholics to address energy issues “with moral 
insight and commitment.” 


The statement, more than a 
and some 10,000 words long, is a discussion of the 
entire range of energy issues, including the plusses 
and minuses of various energy sources, the just 
distribution of energy, and the moral dimensions of 
energy policy. 


AN UNDERLYING THEME is a call for a smooth 
transition from past reliance on oil and natural gas 
to the alternative sources of the future. 


“The threat of war, the danger that scarcity poses 
for the poor—such considerations are’ reason 
enough for the Church to take part in the national 
discussion of energy,” remarks the statement. 
“Further, energy is one of those touchstone issues 
like arms control or the limits of federal power 
whose resolution will profoundly affect society in 
the 21st century. 


“Unless some new perspectives are brought to 
bear, decision-makers will have little to rely on but 
the hard and rather narrow analytical tools that have 
guided energy development in the past.” 


THE STATEMENT WAS developed by the 
bishops’ Committee on Social Development and 
World Peace and was approved for distribution by 
the Administrative Board of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 


Noting that one purpose of the statement is to 
“arouse sensitivity to human considerations which 
are often ignored,” the statement lists a series of six 
moral principles that ought to govern the 
development of energy policy: 


® The right to life. While acknowledging that no 
energy strategy will be free from risk to human life, 
the statement urges energy planners to do all in 
their power to safeguard human life. “They must 
especially avoid exposing people to danger without 
giving them the opportunity to accept or reject that 
danger,” the statement says. 


© Responsible stewardship of the environment. 
“There is no question that, in our present state of 
knowledge, we cannot obtain adequate energy 
supplies without imposing some costs on the

At the beginning of Lent each year, the Church 
calls those catechumens (non-baptized) who are 
found to be ready to the sacraments of initiation. 
These become the elect or chosen. And during Lent 
they and all the Church with them make ready. This 
is the origin and meaning of this périod of 40 days of 
prayer and fasting and good works.

This fasting is not the Lenten fast of 
discipline and of repentance; it is the excited, 
nervous fasting of anticipation. We are soon to be 
renewed as a Church. We are soon to embrace new 
members. Is it any wonder that we must struggle to 
restrain our joy? 


Periodically, the Church gathers to pray during 
these days. We are Slowly building toward the 
prolonged vigil of Holy Saturday night with its 
awesome recital of the great scripture stories 
climaxing in the story of the Risen Lord. Itis against 
this backdrop that the Church baptizes—brings

SAN DIEGO—Dr. Patrick Marmion, who was 
fired from Mercy Hospital because of what he 
claimed was his outspoken opposition to abortion, 
failed to convince Superior Court Judge Judith 
McConnell that he should be immediately 
reinstated. : 


In a hearing last week, Marmion asked for a 
preliminary finding that he would prevail in his 
lawsuit against the Catholic hospital, which is 
operated by the Sisters of Mercy. The actual trial 
date for Marmion’s civil suit has not been set, but 
won't be until later in the year. Another hearing on 
his petition is scheduled for April 10. 


In a statement issued on behalf of Mercy Hospital 
and the Sisters of Mercy, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
challenged Dr. Marmion’s contention that abortion 
was an issue in his termination. “Dr. Marmion was 
terminated due to his insubordination and the 
repeated and documented refusal to follow 
departmental protocols and policies,” said the 
bishop.

Note what is Said in the 
Sacramentary: The Easter Triduum of the Passion 
and resurrection of Christ is thus the culmination of 
the entire liturgical year. What Sunday is to the 
week, the solemnity of Easter is to the liturgical year. 
The Easter Triduum begins with the evening Mass of 
the Lord’s Supper, reaches its high point in the 
Easter Vigil, and closes with evening prayer on 
Easter Sunday.

at indwelling of entire Trinity

SAN DIEGO—Western Christianity has lost 
much of the sense of mystery that is such a part of 
the East and the common tradition that comes to us 
from the early Fathers of the Church, says Jesuit 
Father George A. Maloney. 


East and West had pretty much gone their 
separate ways, even before the 11th century when 
the present-day Orthodox churches broke from 
Rome; and what Father Maloney hopes to see is a 
“viable 20th century Christianity, balanced 
between the East and West, and with the best of 
what both have to offer.” 


FATHER MALONEY, who was in San Diego for a 
two-day workshop on Lenten Spirituality which was 
offered to the priests of the diocese at St. Francis 
Seminary, is in a unique position to be a bridge 
between East and West. 


Although he isa Jesuit, Father Maloney is a priest 
of the Russian Byzantine Rite and currently head of 
the Pope John XxXill Center for Eastern Christian 
Studies at Fordham University in New York. 


Father Maloney is also a patristic scholar and 
Spiritual writer. His recently published Prayer of the 
Heart (Ave Maria Press, South Bend, Ind.) offers the 
very best of the Eastern and Patristic approaches to 
the problem of prayer and the Spiritual life today. 


“IN THE PATRISTIC tradition, there is no 
separation into various Spiritualities, one type for 
celibates, clergymen, and Religious, and another 
type for the married or the single in the world. Allare 
commanded by Christ to be pure of heart and to be 
humble of heart,” he writes. 


At the heart of a true Spirituality is the indwelling 
of the Trinity—Father, Son, and Holy Spirit— 
which chailenges us to eriter into our own hearts 
and to live in Christ “in the deepest area of our 
consciousness,” said Father Maloney. 


Both East and West have much to offer each 
other, explained Father Maloney, and each is, ina 
sense, “incomplete” without the other. “The 
Western Church is very much a problem-solving 
Church, but with very little sense of mystery, of awe 
and transcendence, especially in the liturgy,” said 
Father Maloney. 

“AND THE EAST WITHOUT the West is very 
much like the monks on Mt. Athos, who spend their 
time looking at their navels. This is at best illusory, 
because it is not tested by real charity toward 
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PIETA—“Taking..the body, Joseph wrapped it in 
fresh linen and laid it in his own new tomb” (Mt. 
27:59). This painting by Moretto de Brescia hangsin 
the National Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C.

PRAYERS AGAINST HATRED—Leading about 
30,000. silent demonstrators against terrorism, 
Archbishop Roman Arrieta of San Jose prayed that 
Costa Rica might be spared from the hatred and 
violence prevalent in Central America. Several days 
earlier a bomb had injured three U.S. Embassy 
guards and a Costa Rican driver and another had 
damaged the Embassy of Honduras. 


== ‘SUBVERSIVES’ INCLUDE PRIESTS—A list of 
~ 138 alleged subversives issued by El Salvador’s 
armed forces includes eight priests and two 
lawyers. The lawyers work for the Archdiocese of 
San Salvador’s legal aid office. The priests, some of 
them Jesuits, work in higher education, communi- 
cations, or parish assignments. Most went into exile 
after receiving death threats. 


FIGHT DRUG ABUSE—A program to combat 
drug abuse, especially among youth,” has been 
initiated by the Archdiocese of New York. Cardinal 
Terence Cooke said, “It isa parish and family-based 
effort and requires that we face the reality of the 
problems of drug addiction and its vast extent, even 
among the very young.” 


GREEK ISLAND ‘SACRED’—The Greek Parlia- 
ment voted to declare the island of Patmos in the 
Aegean Sea “sacred.” The decision was nearly 
unanimous.

CRISIS INTERNAL PROBLEM—As the Soviet 
Union and other Warsaw Pact nations increased the 


flow of supplies and troops into Poland as part of: 


extended military maneuvers, Pope John Paul II 
reaffirmed his opposition to foreign intervention in 
his native country. 


“The events of the past week have shown that the 
Polish people are seeking to resolve in a peaceful 
way their difficult internal problems, letting 
themselves be guided by a sense of responsibility 
for the common good,” he said. For the third time in 
less than 10 days he emphasized that Poland’s labor 
crisis is an internal problem to be solved from 
within. 

‘ANGUISHED’ OVER LEBANON—The pope 
pleaded for an end to the “anguishing” fighting in 
Lebanon, saying that “conscience and international 
public opinion cannot remain insensitive” to the 
nearly six-year-long armed conflict. 


“It is an anguishing situation, the agony of an 
entire country, which cannot be prolonged any 
longer and before which conscience and 
international public opinion cannot remain 
insensitive,” he said. “A Catholic nun and two 
Mosiem nurses who brought help to the peopleinan 
ambulance have been killed. The artillery has hit 
numerous schools, hospitals, and even churches.” 


‘MINISTERS’ OF LIFE— Pope John Paul II went 
to one of Rome’s oldest hospitals, visited patients 
and told medical personnel to “never, never be an 
instrument of death.” He said doctors and nurses 
should always be “ministers of life. Do everything 
with love, for the love of Christ, who will not leave 
you without compensation for all that you do.” 


POPE TO VISIT BOLOGNA— The pope will visit 
Bologna Sept. 27, the site of post-war Italy’s deadliest 
terrorist bombing, the bishops of the Emilia- 
Romagna region announced. Last August a bomb 
exploded at the Bologna train station, killing nearly 
100 people. The bishops said the pope will visit the 
city of 500,000 to meet the people, “to affirm our 
faith and to propose again for all a message of 
salvation and hope for the future of man.” 


HANDICAPPED ATHLETES PRAISED — The 
“greater sensitivity... now being shown with regard 
to the needs of the handicapped” was praised by the 
pope during a meeting ‘with participants in the 
Second International Games for the Handicapped 
in Rome. He also praised the 1981 games, saying 

_that they ‘show clearly and effectively that 
handicapped persons can be and are fully 
integrated into social life.”

PUSH PEACE TALKS—Bishop Arturo Rivera 
Damas, apostolic administrator of San Salvador, El 
Salvador, El Salvador, said at the start of a one-week. 
visit to the United States that Pope John Paul II has 
encouraged him to continue his efforts for 
“mediation and dialogue” among the warring forces 
in his country. “Military aid from outside our country 
cannot assist in solving our interna! problems,” the 
bishop said at a press conference in New York. 


SCHOOLS FUTURE UNCERTAIN— The future of 
private schools, including Catholic schools, in 
Nicaragua is uncertain, said the superior general of 
the Brothers of the Christian Schools. ‘‘In 
Nicaragua, our brothers continue to teach, trying to 
help for a good evolution in the country, to 
transform schools in the country, to cooperate 
actively in programs to combat illiteracy,” said 
Brother Pablo Basterrecher in Washington, D.C. 


TAKE BOYS TOWN TO COURT— The Catholic 
University of America and Stanford University have 
taken Boys Town to court seeking a declaratory 
judgment on contracts they have with it for research 
centers on youth development. Catholic University 
and Stanford received grants from Boys Town to set 
up research centers on their campuses and Boys 
Town was to provide yearly operational expenses. 
Boys Town says it did not have the power to enter 
into the contracts. 


UNITY IMPOSSIBLE YET—The Catholic and 
Anglican churches have not reached sufficient 
agreement yet to make unity possible, according to 
Bishop Alan Clark of East Anglia, England, Catholic 
co-chairman of the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
International Commission. The commission 
indicated progress in three key areas that have 


‘divided the churches since the Reformation: the 


Eucharist, the ministry, and authority. 


ECONOMIC PRIORITY — President Reagan has 
endorsed the suggestion that social issues such as 
abortion, school prayer, and busing be left for 1982 
so that Congress can concentrate on his economic 
recovery program this year. In an interview 
published in The Washington Post, Reagan said he 
agreed with Senate Majority Leader Howard Baker 
Jr. (R-Tenn.) who had said earlier that the issues 
should be delayed so that the Senate calendar is not 
tied up. 


CALL FOR ‘REPENTANCE’—A major consulta- 


tion by the National Council of Church’s Faith and | 


Order Commission adopted a revised paper calling 
for “repentance” by churches for the “oppression” 
of women and minorities. The document is one of 
many to be considered at a consultation July 10-19 
at the University of Sheffield, England, and at the World 
Council of Churches assembly in Vancouver, 
British Columbia, in 1983. 


‘SO WHAT’S NEW?’—Catholic educators were 
not surprised by a. government study showing that 
Catholic and other private schools provide a better 
education than public schools. The study was 
criticized by public school groups, but Father 
Thomas Gallagher, secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Department of Education, said, “So 
what's new? | knew it all along. I’ve always been 
confident in Catholic schools.” 


‘MISSIONARY ACTIVITY’— The Korean Catholic 
bishops proclaimed 1981 “the year of missionary 
activity toward our neighbor” in preparation for the 
celebration in 1984 of the Korean Church’s 
bicentennial year. Christian missionaries first came 
to Korea in 1784. Currently about 13 percent of the 
people in South Korea are Protestants and about 3 
percent are Catholic. 


MESSAGES OF CONCERN — Increases in 
fighting and the number of deaths in Lebanon have 
prompted messages of concern from Archbishop 
John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops. In one 
of the messages to Vice President George Bush, the 
archbishop urged “the strongest possible 
diplomatic action to condemn the shelling of civilian 
centers in Lebanon by Syrian and Palestinian 
forces.” — :

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Father Arrupe warns Jesuits 
on Marxism, materialism 


ROME (NC)—Some elements of 
Marxist social analysis are accept- 
able to Christians, but the major 
Principles of Marxism are anti- 
Christian, said the Jesuit superior 
general, Father Pedro Arrupe, in a 
letter. 


Writing to Jesuit superiors in Latin 
America, where a serious Church 
debate over liberation theology and 
Christian use of Marxist analysis has 
been raging for more than a decade, 
Father Arrupe issued a series of 
warnings against the Marxist

understanding of man and of history 
and the Marxist Strategy of class 
Struggle. 


“ALTHOUGH MARXIST (social) 
analysis does not directly imply 
acceptance of Marxist Philosophy as 
a whole —and still less of dialectical 
materialism as such—as it is 
normally understood, it implies in fact 
a concept of human history in 
contradiction to the Christian view of 


_ Man.. and society and leading to 


strategies which threaten Christian 
values and attitudes...To adopt 
therefore not just some elements or 
some methodological insights, but 
Marxist analysis as a whole, is 
something we cannot accept,” the 
Superior general wrote. 


His letter, dated Dec. 8, 1980, was 
made public in the April 4 issue of the 
Rome-based Jesuit review, Civilta 
Cattolica. 


In 3,500 words of tightly knit 
analysis, written in response toa 1979 
request by Latin American Jesuit 
Superiors, Father Arrupe said that it 
“is more difficult than is sometimes 


imagined” to separate specific 


elements of Marxist social, political, 
Or economic analysis from their 
relationship to the overall Marxist 
philosophy or ideology. 


“EVEN SUPPOSING someone, 
with a whole series of careful 
distinctions, could legitimately speak 
of Marxist analysis without accepting 
a reductive historical materialism or 
the theory and Strategy of a 
generalized class struggle — but 
would this still be Marxist analysis? — 
most people, including the majority 
of Jesuits, would be incapable of 
doing this,” the Jesuit leader wrote. 


“So there is a real danger,” he 
added, “in defending the position that 
it is possible to undertake a Marxist 
analysis separate from its philo- 
sophy, ideology, or political praxis 
(action).” 

One area of Marxist analysis that 
Father Arrupe sharply questioned 
was that of “property structures 
(specifically, the means of produc- 
tion).” 

“THERE. IS NO DOUBT that a bad 
distribution of property, uncompen- 
sated by other factors, leads to and 
facilitates the exploitation pointed 
out by Marx and also denounced by 
the Church. All the same, is not the 
institution of property itself confused 


with its bad distribution?” he wrote. 


Father Arrupe said he would like 
Jesuit specialists to study that issue 
more thoroughly. 


While criticizing the Marxist 
worldview, Father Arrupe said that 
“we should always understand well 
and appreciate the reasons that make 
it attractive. Christians readily and 
rightly sympathize with the aim and 
ideal of liberating mankind from 
domination and Oppression.” 


HE ALSO URGED Jesuits to be as 
Critical of other worldviews. 


“In particular,” he wrote, “the type 
of social analysis used in the liberal 
world today implies an individualistic 
and materialistic vision of life that is 
destructive of Christian values and 
attitudes.” 


He said that “in using elements of 
social analysis, of whatever type, if we 
want to remain faithful to the Gospel, 
we must be critical of them, trying 
always to purify them before 
selecting what genuinely helps us to 
understand and describe without 
prejudice existing reality.” 

“OUR EFFORTS should be guided 
by the criteria of the Gospel, not by 
ideologies incompatible with it,” he 
Said. : 


He warned against “the efforts of 
anyone who wishes to take advantage 
of our reservations. about Marxist 
analysis in order to condemn as 
Marxist or Communist, or at least to 
minimize esteem for, a commitment 
to justice and the cause of the poor, 
the defense of their rights against 
those who exploit them, the urging of 
legitimate claims.” : 


In Latin America rightist regimes 
frequently brand as Marxist or 
Communist the efforts by numerous 
clergymen and Church organizations 
to achieve greater social justice.

“Aspects to be considered include 
the diversity of priestly ministry, 
Support systems for priests and 
issues which touch our lives closely 
and yet are often not dealt with —like 
theological identity, celibacy, and 
authority,” said Father Neil McCaul- 
ley, NFPC president. 


THE MORE THAN 160 delegates 
who come to Memphis next month 
will hear speakers talk of priests in 
terms of personal development, 
human Sexuality, spirituality, 
professional skills, and lifestyles.

‘Thanks be to God’ 


Early in the life of the Church, St. Augustine wrote, “Our 
hearts are restless until they rest in thee.” He was echoing 
his own experience of dissatisfaction with his life as it had 
been progressing. 


Like a vagrant, he wandered from place to place 
searching for meaning and truth. He only became a true 
pilgrim, in the Christian sense of the term, when he entered 
into the embrace of God the Father and accepted Jesus, 
the Son, as the Lord of life and meaning. 


St. Augustine was on what we popularly call today his 
“second journey.” In a sense, as with us all, this journey 
was thrust upon him. His compulsion to find truth was 
greater than his want of rest—so he ran a somewhat 
frenzied path in quest. With this came crises of feelings. 
His emotions knocked him off balance. 


That psychological struggle led him to journey far and 
wide; his quest took him to places beyond himself and to 
places within himself. He realized, after much travel, that 
there was no real place outside himself. What he was 
looking for was not outside; it lay within. - 


St. Augustine’s problem was classic. He experienced a 
“God-shaped hole” which lay within. He experienced great 
loneliness and was keenly aware of isolation from all that 


could be brought together to give a sense of wholeness. . 


Yet, after much meditation and reflection, he came to 
see that aloneness was from God, the source of all life, too. 
That which stung became a source of comfort; he came to 
realize that to stand alone was the lot of men and women, 
not something intrinsic to his own nature. 

St. Augustine knew at the end of his life that the Father was 
the source of his quest, his journey. It was the Father who 
prompted his will and gave him the courage to move forth. 
_ Sometimes it is difficult for us 1 
‘the midst of things that bur 


Meribah shows this well. The people grumble, “Why did 
you make us leave Egypt?” “Is the Lord in our midst or 
not?” It was an understandable experience—they were 
frustrated, felt abandoned and alone. 


Yet, after the journey and the passing of time, the Jews 
look fondly on those days. They remember them as the 
true working of God bringing them forth to freedom. 


It is helpful for all of us to remember this message. All of 
us go through journeys in life, moving from one stage of 
comfort to discomfort and another level of growth and 
development. Many times these movements are drastic — 
divorce, death, doubting ourselves. 


It would do us well to remember that these adversities 
are only one part of our lives. Placed within the whole 
context of the journey, they are reduced somewhatin size. 
We begin to realize the Father is with us and that we must 
be with Him. 


Our problems do not go away. But, meditating on His 
love, and the love of those around us, we can take some 
comfort. We can know that the journey is larger than the 
present, and that we are somewhat safe. 


We can say with confidence that God loves us— God 
loves me. Romans 5 says, “While still sinners, Christ died 
for us.” Thatis bigger than the moment. That takes you and 
me, as we are, for the whole of our lives. 


With this knowledge, and the approaching Easter 
season, we can truly say, “Thanks be to God.”

SACRAMENTO — Is another White 
House Conference on Aging neces- 
sary? Will the California State House 
Conference on Aging, scheduled for 
April 27-29 in Sacramento, achieve 
anything? 

Sponsors of these conferences 
take credit for such benefits as 
Medicare, Medical, supplementary 
Social Security income. The Older 
Americans Act of 1965 and the 
programs funded by it, and the 
automatic cost-of-living increases 
under Social Security. 

Can’t the aging coast on their 
laurels? What more is there to do? 

The answer is plenty! 

JUST A CURSORY examination of 
the advanced material pertaining to 


the 1981 conferences should be 
enough to convince the skeptics. 


A number of issue papers have 


‘been prepared by delegates planning 


to attend the conferences. Here area 
few: 


e Crime—Crime against the 
elderly remains a major problem. 
Vandalism, harrassment, robbery are 
directed disproportionately against 
the elderly. The aged also are the 
principal victims of con games, 
bunco schemes, and fraudulent sales 
practices. 


-© Housing— The middle- and low- 
income elderly are faced with serious 
housing inadequacies. 


© Education—‘“‘Senior citizens 
have supported education through 
their taxes, bond issues, citizen 
groups, and as faithful students. It is 
certainly to be expected that they will 
be given educational services that will 
make their older years more enjoy- 


able,” Says an issue paper. 


eHealth care—“What we have 


today is not health care. It is sick care. 
People are hospitalized when they 
could be effectively treated as 
outpatients; they are overmedicated, 
overdiagnosed and overcharged; but 
little concern is given in helping 
people maintain good health and 
prevent illness.” 


e Legal issues— Another paper 
notes the elderly possess real and 
unique legal problems. “Los Angeles, 
despite a high concentration of older 
people, is practically devoid of 
programs offering them free legal 
services. The situation is even worse 
in rural areas because of per capita 
funding limitations.” 


e Nutrition— Better nutritional 
care and education should be 
provided for the aged, according to 
one paper. 


© Spiritual well-being.— “Religious 


bodies and government should affirm 
the right to and reverence for life... 
encourage the development and 
support of elder hospices. It should 
be national policy to encourage 
religious groups to provide special 
training in gerontology for their 
clergy and other leadership.” 


© Social Security —Something 
should be done to end the tax penalty 
imposed against those who receive 
Social Security benefits and earn 
outside income through employ- 
ment. 


¢ Employment— “The government 
must advocate employment oppor- 
tunities and training programs for the 
elderly to avoid discrimination.” 


The Sacramento conference will 
attract an estimated 1,200 delegates. 


The White House Conference, Nov. 
30 to Dec. 3, will be attended by 
thousands more. Participation of 
Catholic delegations is expected to 
be significant.

Purity of heart a realistic goal 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Christ’s call to purity of heart is 
realistic and accessible despite original sin, Pope John 
Paul {I said at his weekly general audience. 


Returning to his discussion of the theology of the human 
body, a frequent theme of general audiences in the past 
year, the pope said purity “is not just abstention from 
immorality; it opens the way to an ever more perfect 
understanding of the dignity of the human body, which is 
intimately linked with the freedom of true self-giving.” 


He said Christ's words in the Sermon on the Mount were 
realistic because “they do not seek to make the’ human 
heart return to the state of original innocence, which man 
left behind from the moment in which he committed 
original sin.” 


“On the contrary, they indicate the road toward purity of 
heart, which is possible and accessible to him even in the 
state of hereditary sinfulness,” the pope added. 


“There is a great difference between the satisfaction of 
passion and the joy found in being in full possession of 
oneself and thus being capable of true self-giving to 
another,” Pope John Paul told a crowd of about 7,000 in 
the Paul VI Audience Hall. 


Earlier in St. Peter’s Basilica the pope had spoken to 
about 4,000 children from 50 Italian schools about the 
importance of the Lenten season. 


“Lent is in a way the image of our life or at least a part of 
it,” the pope said. “We too must always prepare ourselves, 
if we want to do great or useful things for ourselves and for 
society.”

Two women named Dorothy 


The old woman lay dying. Her life had been difficult, very 
difficult, yet she was at peace — with herself and her God. 
After more than eight decades of life she was ill, tired, and 
ready to go “home.” Those who loved her were near. A 
final, gentle gasp and she was gone. “Goodbye, dear 
Dorothy!” 


Four days later another Dorothy lay dead. This 
Dorothy hadn't even seen three decades of life. Neither 
had she been ill. She was far from her native home. She had 
not really expected death which had come agonizingly at 
the hands of violent men. 


Though their lives and deaths were so different these 
two Dorothys had so much in common. Both were 
opposed to violence, both dedicated their lives to help the 
poor. Both lived in controversy because they followed 
Christ as they felt they had to. 


Dorothy Day was considered a radical, a trouble-maker, 
a Communist. Yet when she first began the Catholic 
Worker Movement, Cardinal Patrick Hayes, archbishop of 
New York at the time, wanted to give her his official 
blessing. Dorothy declined because, she said; she did not 
want the Church to be blamed for whatever mistakes she 
might make. Working for peace, for justice, she often lived 
in fear of the violence and the injustice she sought to 
eradicate. 


Dorothy Kazel was a missionary sent by her Religious 
community and her bishop to minister to the poor in El 
Salvador. She and her three companions were teaching 
them to understand their rights as human beings, helping 
to alleviate their sufferings—and for this these gentle 
women were considered a threat: They were called 
radicals, troublemakers, Communists. 


Our own government, by its actions, seems to agree that 
these loving, courageous women deserved their fate at the 
hands of violent men. We have yet, after four long months, 
to learn who is responsible for their violent and tragic 
death. We have yet to learn why our government continues 
to send military aid to the government which allows such 
violence not only against United States citizens but also 
against thousands of its own citizens as well!

The same open applauding hands that cheered 
Jesus into Jerusalem then, clenched themselves 
into fists to jeer Him on the way to Calvary later— 


_ very little later at that. And there isa major lessonin 


that. There must be. Jesus never went to Jerusalem 
for His health, there was always a specific purpose 
and with Him the purpose was always the same—to 
reveal something about the way of God with 
humankind and the way to God for humankind. 


The apostles and disciples must have thought the 
millenium had arrived that day and their troubles 
were over. But Jesus wept as He entered the city, not

for Himself but for it, because the people missed 
their opportunity to know God. We are a fickle and 
superficial breed. 


WE LOVE HEROES; SOME OF US love to destroy 
heroes. One of the wisest voices raised in protest 
during the recent celebration of the Iranian hostage 
return was that of an astronaut, one of the first men 
to walk on the moon. He knew exactly what he was 
talking about. 


“Don’t make heroes of these men, they are 
victims. If they try to live up to the heroic role, they 
will suffer.” When heroes fail to conform to the ideal 
the public has of them, they are summarily rejected 
and the fall from grace can be destructive. 


Everything passes. Everything except what is of 
God. Everything except the love and faith and hope 
that leads to the achievement of our human destiny 
of union with Him. But all too often, we look for 
security where it cannot be found and then rail 
against God because our castles of cards fall about 
our ears. Se 


The locks on my doors will not keep out fear; 
overeating will not fill my emptiness; wealth will not 
ensure that | will not want for anything; power will 
not mean that | cannot be betrayed; all the 
protective devices in the world cannot keep death 
from me; the adulation of others cannot take the 
place of my need to give myself in love. ° 


‘| SUPPOSE WE ALL PERCEIVE security and 
happiness in terms of material abundance and 
harmonious relationships and so on. But if we look 
at Jesus—if we look at the apostles — their lives 
were lived in poverty, suffering, and threat. Can we 
suggest that they were insecure? Unhappy? 


They suffered, but their joy lay in their faithfulness 
to the Word of God. They were poor, but their wealth 
of confidence and trust in God was enormous. They 
were hated and persecuted and eventually 
murdered, yet their love and forgiveness brought all 
that into contempt. : 


They looked for security where it could be found 
always, not in themselves or in law or any other 
worldly thing, but in the invincible goodness and 
power of God. For us Christians, love, suffering, and 
death are not contradictory, but parts of a whole. 
They pave the pilgrim way to God. 


IN FACT, THE MORE WE LOVE the more we will 
suffer and know betrayal. But we cannot live in fear 
of that. We cannot put locks on our emotions and 
chain up trust and still live a full life. We cannot put 
love in a strongbox and seal it in a vault; it must be 
squandered if itis to live. 


It may be prudent to double the locks on my 
doors, but it is infinitely wiser to make sure my heart 
and soul are open to self-forgetful trust in the way 
and the word of God.

The Sunday Readings 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


God draws victory out of defeat 


April 12, 1981, Passion (Palm) Sunday. Matthew 
21:1-11; Isaiah 50:4-7; Philippians 2:6-11; Matthew 
26:14-27, 66. 


The Church's celebration of the Passion and 
death of her Lord begins with the rite of His 
Messianic entry into Jerusalem, which opens Holy 
Week. This Sunday is unusual in that we have two 
Gospel readings; both. are taken from St. Matthew. 


The first Gospel concerns the actual entry of 
Jesus into Jerusalem and is read during the solemn 
entrance into church which precedes the Mass; we 
carry blessed palm branches to remind us of the 
crowds which greeted Jesus the Messiah as He 
triumphantly arrived in the city which had murdered 
the prophets before Him. 


OUR FIRST READING is from the Third Song of 
the Suffering Servant. The prophet Isaiah presents 
us with a lowly, humble, doomed victim who 
prefigures the True Servant who will atone for the 
people’s sins with His own blood. 


Both servants are alike; both are spit upon and 
struck by the people, both proclaim the true faith 
and suffer persecution, and both prove their own 
faithfulness through. their suffering, confidently 
trusting in-the goodness and mercy of the one they 


serve, testifying to God’s power to draw victory out 
of apparent defeat. 


In our second reading, St. Paul is once again 
giving us a glimpse of an ancient Christian hymn 
that might have been a part of the liturgy itself. Itisa 
hymn that sings to the highest heavens of the Risen 
Christ, whose glory was briefly glimpsed in the 
Transfiguration. 


BUT JESUS’ EXALTATION and glorification 
comes about precisely because he humbled himself 
in obedience, even to the point of death, and notin 
spite of it. There is a double humbling here, 
however, because we are also reminded by St. Paul 
that Jesus has emptied Himself of His divine nature 
and taken the form of a slave, our own sinful flesh, 
though free of sin Himself. 


It is in this kenosis, this self-emptying, and this 
agape, this selfless love, that Jesus becomes a 
servant of others, coming into the world to serve, 
and not to be served. The message to us is clear. 


Our Gospel reading is St. Matthew's account of 
Jesus’ Passion and death. Jesus gives His apostles 
the sacrament of His Body and Blood as a 
remembrance that will more than simply recall Him, 
but make Him truly present again! Judas then 


betrays Jesus, and He is condemned to die on the 
cross. 


THE GOSPELS ARE NOT biographies as we 
think of them, although the Church “unhesitatingly” 
affirms their historicity (Second Vatican Council). 
More importantly, the Gospels were written so that 
we may believe.and to on believing that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God. And the meaning of Jesus’ 
person and work is nowhere more apparent than in 
the Passion narratives. 


It is in the Passion and death of Jesus, and the 
resurrection which follows, that we encounter God 
in the decisive moment of human history, the 
redemptive event which makes peace between 
fallen humanity and its Creator. The God-Man is not 
abandoned at the moment of His death, because 
this is precisely the death God had in mind at the 
Incarnation. 


So perfect is the humanity of the Divine Son that 
He actually dies, he actually suffers the ignominy of 
execution and burial. By itself, the Passion is 
pointless, and this is the profound sense of despair 
the Apostles felt on the afternoon of Good Friday. 
But with the hindsight of history, we can look ahead 
three days to Easter morning.

Sentenced to Life deals with 
another facet of the right-to-life issue, 

the so-called right to die. Eileen is a 


famous concert pianist, now para- 
lyzed from the neck down because of 
a progressive illness. Her every need 
is met by an ex-pupil, Anna, who not 
only cares for her, but practices 
Eileen’s music on Eileen’s piano, the 
final indignity to the one-third of 
Eileen that “is alive and articulate and 
which demands to join the two-thirds 
of me that is dead.” 


EILEEN’S HUSBAND, Gerald, is a 
college English instructor who in 
theory subscribes to the “ultimate 
right” to a good death — euthanasia— 
but is constitutionally impotent when 
it comes to murdering his own wife. 
Or is he? 

Eileen, ably played by Mary Smyth, 
has become a mummified tyrant in a 
wheelchair, and taunts Gerald, 


' played by her real-life husband 


Robert Smyth, that if he won’t kill her 
out of love, she will force him to do it 
out of hate. 


The real fascination with the 
convincing performance both 
Smyths turn in as husband and wife is 
that they are husband and wife, and 
capture that special quality that only 
the married can have for cutting each 
other to the quick. 


DOROTHY GILMOUR is equally 
convincing as Anna, the German 
student-helper who answers Eileen’s 
“Why me?” with “Why not you?” and 
holds that “the man on the Cross is 
more helpless than you.” 


Trudi Parker does a fine job as a 
crass TV news type who’d like to turn 


Eileen’s suicide into a media event as 
long as.-she isn’t an accessory to 
murder; Dave Heath is the family 
physician, another non-accomplice 
to Eileen’s desire for quick release 
because he might get caught. 


The action is well-directed by Kerry 


. Jo Cederberg, and all the more 
effective because the Lamb’s Players 


Theater is true theater-in-the-round; 
the audience surrounds the intimate 
livingroom stage set on all four sides, 
and is never more than four rows 
removed from the drama. 


SENTENCED TO LIFE is an 


incisive treatment of a vital moral 
issue which is only now beginning to 
emerge; there will be an increasing 
demand for so-called mercy killings 
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as time goes:on, and the Muggeridge- 
Thornhill play helps shift the focus 
from the abstract to the personal and 
real. 


Is mercy killing really murder? And 
is life itself a sentence? We are quick 


to think of solutions which will help — 
people to die, without ever exploring » 


what can be done to help people 
live...even the most helpless. Mercy 
killing, like abortion, becomes all the 
more horrible because it is a 
passionless crime.

- other. Our’ Pascha, our Christian Passover, is the 
memorial of the entire process of redemption 
viewed as an indivisible whole. It is the celebration 
of the entire transitus Domini, the going of the Lord 
Jesus from this mortal life to the newness of 
unending Risen Life and; most importantly, our 
here-and-now participation in His passage from 
death to life. 


THIS FIRST GATHERING on Thursday night is 
dominated by a feeling for our identity as Church, 
and focuses on how our passing over from death to 
life in Jesus is known in and by our service to each 
other and the world. 


Take a prayerful look at the texts used for Holy 
Thursday evening: “We should glory in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, for He is our salvation, our life 
and resurrection; through Him we are saved and 
made free.” (Entrance Antiphon) © 

“This day shall be a memorial feast for you, which 
all your generations shall celebrate...” (First 
Reading) 


“Every time, then, you eat this bread and drink this 
cup, you proclaim the death of the Lord until He 
comes!” (Second Reading) 


“Jesus realized that the hour had come for Him to 
pass from this world to the Father. He had loved His 
own in.this world, and would’show His love for them 
to the end...He poured water into.a basin and began 
to wash His disciples’ feet...‘If. |-do not wash 
you...you will have no share of my heritage...Do 
you understand what | just did for you?... What! just 
did was to give you.an example: as | have done, so 
you must do.’” (Gospel) 


“Each time we offer this memorial sacrifice, the 
work of our redemption is accomplished.” (Prayer 
Over the Gifts) 


‘HOLY THURSDAY evening then is atime to sup, a 
time to break bread and drink from the cup in 
obedience to Jesus’ command. It is a time to wash 
feet in loving imitation of the service embodied in 
every moment of Jesus’ life. It is a time to “keep 
watch with” the Lord—to reflect on the loneliness 
and betrayal—the sharing of the Cross in our lives. 
Holy Thursday is the ideal time to consider the 
meaning of sacrifice. It is the ideal time to ask 
ourselves, “If Jesus put His life on the line for us, 
must not we be willing to do the same for others?”

It is within the Easter fast (in preparation for the 


Easter Vigil Liturgy) that the faithful gather to pray 
on Good Friday —to celebrate as the Sacramentary 
says, ‘the Lord’s Passion.” And in doing so through 
words and gestures we come more and more to 

. understand how the Lord’s Passover defines our 
own existence. The Cross is the focus for Friday. 
This is the same Cross which we trace on-ourselves 
so often. It is the Cross that sums up that struggle 
between death and life that we have all felt in our 
own hearts, spirits, and bodies. 


The first reading from Isaiah sets the tone for the 
service with a power and eloquence beyond the 
competence of any commentary: 


“SEE, MY SERVANT shall prosper, he shall be 
raised high and greatly exalted. Even as many were 
amazed at him...spurned and avoided...a man of 
suffering...it was our infirmities that He bore...He 
was pierced for our offenses...by His stripes we 
were healed...because He surrendered Himself to 
death and was counted among the wicked...He 
shall take away the sins of many, and win pardon for 
their offenses.” 


This, then, is a day not of mourning, but of 
triumph. St. John’s Passion, proclaimed each 
Good Friday, comes from the oldest layers of our 
Lenten observance and gives us the clearest 
possible picture of the Church’s understanding of 
Jesus’ passover from death to life. Jesus’ sufferings, 
crucifixion, death, and burial are the Pascha; the 
love of God released in our world. They are the 

_ Pascha: the revelation of God’s love and glory. 


In two chapters, John tells a story about the 
meaning of what happened: Jesus reigns from the 
Cross, the Cross is the manifestation of God. Hereis 
the paschal mystery as the Church understands it; 
not passion.and death separated from resurrection, 
but a story that proclaims triumph in the death of 
Jesus. Thus we can later sing with joy: “We worship 


you, Lord. We venerate your Cross, we praise your’ 


resurrection. Through the Cross you brought joy to 
the world.” (Antiphon) 


IN FACT, THE CROSS of the early Church was 
the crux gemmata, the jeweled cross, asymbol both 
of the Passion and death of Jesus (clearly indicated 
by the cruciform) and of His triumphant 
resurrection (powerfully proclaimed by the 
embedded jewels, which transform this sign of 


death into one of radiance and life-giving beauty). 

Following the proclamation of the Passion of our 
Lord and the homily (which hopefully focuses and 
draws that passion into our lives), we join with Jesus 
to intercede with the Father for ourselves, our 
brothers and sisters, and our world. These rather 
lengthy but powerful prayers follow the format of 
the ancient litanies: the deacon announces the 
prayer intention, there is time for silent prayer, then 
the presiding minister sums up the prayer (Collect) 
to which all give assent with their “Amen.” The 
veneration of the cross which is central to our public 


‘prayer for Good Friday is followed by a simple 
-Communion service. After the Prayer over the 


People, al! depart in silence. 


Holy Saturday es 


The daylight hours of Holy Saturday are marked 
as on Friday with fasting and prayer. Like Good 
Friday, the sacraments are not celebrated on this 
day for we are rapidly approaching the Vigil, the 
very heart of our liturgy, of our Lent and Eastertime, 
of our sacraments of initiating and renewing. We 
have at last reached the final movement of our 
Paschal celebration. This is our nightwatch which 
not only weaves together and rejoices in the key 
moments of our salvation, but invites us to ponder 


the universality of death and the infinite possibilities 


for rising. 

ON THIS NIGHT OF NIGHTS we gather in 
darkness to light and bless new fire and proclaim 
Christ. as “our light,” as “that Morning Star, which 
never sets...who came back from the dead, and 
sheds His peaceful light on all mankind.” (Exultet) 


_. On this night of nights we tell and listen once 


more to those stories that put us in touch with our 
roots—from that first creation as described in 
Genesis to that new creation proclaimed in the 
Gospel account of the Resurrection. And as we hear 
the word and reflect on our past we begin to 
rediscover our own identity.

environment,” the statement re- 
marks. “But surely our response 
should not be to alienate ourselves 
from nature, to spurn the gifts God 
has given us.” 


e Accepting the necessary sacri- 
fices. The statement urges that if 
sacrifices for the common good are 
necessary, they’should be accepted 
cheerfully and in a Christian spirit. 


© Striving for a more just society. 
The statement notes that the energy 
debate is not about abstractions and 
Statistics but about “war, famine, and 
suffering.” It also notes that public

discussion of energy policy has been 
sharply polarized and wonders how a 
more just social order can result 
when advocates for one position or 
another refuse to even consider the 
arguments of those they oppose. 


© Special attention to the needs of. 
the poor. Steps must be taken to 
ensure that the poor or those subject 
to discrimination have an adequate 
supply of energy, the statement says. 


© Participation in decision-making. 
The statement says fairness requires 
that groups and individuals from a 
broad spectrum of opinion be given 
the opportunity to take part in 
formulating energy policy. 


Another major section of the 
statement discusses the pros and 
cons of various energy sources. 


On conventional oil and natural 
gas, the statement acknowledges that 
the country cannot ‘‘wean itself 
overnight” from reliance on petro- 
leum. Thus, efforts to find new oil and 
to force more crude from old wells 
“have clear value.” 


NONETHELESS, the certainty that 
the supply of oil is finite means 
production of petroleum should not 
be overemphasized. “Why pursue a 
policy that guarantees the early 
exhaustion of domestic supplies, 
especially when oil has certain uses 
(in the production of pharmaceu- 
ticals, forinstance) that would be very 
difficult to replace?” the statement 
asks. 


Coal, the statement says, “could 
become the key transitional fuel, 
bridging the gap between petroleum 
and renewable energy resources.” 
But coal also has_ environmental 
implications, both for those who live 
near and work in the mines and for 
potential atmospheric changes which 
could affect climate worldwide. 


Nuclear fission also-is a complex 
and uncertain technology, “and both 
pro- and anti-nuclear advocates 
seem prone to exaggerated claims, 
creating an atmosphere in which 
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rational public discussion is difficult,” 
remarks the statement. 


WHILE NOTING the argument that 
failure to develop nuclear power 
could put the United States at a 
disadvantage in supplying energy to 
its people, the statement also warns 
about the “great evil” that can be 
done by nuclear energy and says the 
defenders of nuclear power must 
“demonstrate its safety beyond a 
reasonable doubt.” 


Later, the statement turns to solar 
power and remarks that contrary to 
the apprehension which greets most 
energy sources, “the general reaction 
to solar power is hope.”. 


But it also remarks that since most 
solar technologies are in an early 
Stage of development, it is extremely 
difficult to predict their potential or 
the unforeseen problems they may 
present. 


ENERGY DISTRIBUTION and 
control also are important issues, the 
statement says. :

“Certainly, the control and 
distribution of energy in America 
today occasions as much structural 
sin as any major feature of our 
national life,” according to the 
statement. “Some corporations 


neglect or deny their social responsi- . 


bilities, government sometimes acts 
without due regard for the common 
good, and pressure groups relent- 
lessly pursue their narrow goals in 
defiance of others’ legitimate 
concerns.” 

The statement also argues that 
“people have every right to intervene 
when energy policy is designed and 
implemented,” and that energy 
should be provided for the poor much 
the same way as food is provided. 


“JUST AS FOOD STAMPS are an 
attempt to deal with the inequitable 
food distribution, (low-income 
energy assistance) is an attempt to 
deal with inequitable energy distribu- 
tion.” 

The statement concludes by urging 
Catholic parishes, schools, and other 
organizations to continue to partici- 
pate in the energy issue.

Irish hunger strike continues 


WASHINGTON (NC)—!In_ hand- 
printed letters said to have been 
smuggled out of the Maze Prison near 


‘Belfast, Northern Ireland, two men 


who claim to be Irish republican 
prisoners of war have appealed for 
publicity for the hunger strike begun 
by another prisoner, Bobby Sands, 
on March 1. 


The two letters, one signed by 
Eoghan MacCormac, the other by 
Ciaran MacGillicuddy, on thin tissue 
paper, arrived in Washington in 
envelopes mailed in Dublin six days 
earlier by Provisional Sinn Fein, the 
political party allied to the Provisional 
irish Republican Army (IRA). The 
IRA, a guerrilla organization out- 
lawed in both the Republic of Ireland 
and Northern Ireland, has been 
fighting to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland.

LAST DEC. 18 seven male prison- 
ers at the Maze Prison, also known as 
Long Kesh, ended a 53-day hunger 


’ strike after one of them, 26-year-old 


Sean McKenna, came close to death. 
The seven hunger strikers and 30 
other male prisoners and three 
female prisoners who had joined the 
strike at later stages were demanding 
political prisoner status. 


Both the British government and 
the striking prisoners claimed a 
victory in that protest’s end.

The Church of Ireland 
delegation, headed by Bishop Robert 
Eames of Down and Dromore, the 
diocese which includes Belfast, is 
discussing the conflict in Northern 
Ireland with members of Congress, 
officials of the Episcopal Church, and 
officials of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, an agency of the 
Catholic bishops of the United States. 


“ONE OF THE MESSAGES we've 
been trying to put forth in the States is 
that there is no single, simple solution 
...Most Irish-Americans have seen 
unification” of Northern Ireland and 
the Republic of Ireland “as the 
answer,” said Bishop Eames. “It’s 
not.” 


“The Protestant majority.in 
Northern Ireland—right across the 
spectrum—do not see that their 


interests would be best served by 


being members of a united Ireland,” 
Bishop Eames said. “They have no 
certitude that the way of life they’ve 
enjoyed and their ethos would not 
suffer in a state that is seen as a one- 
denominational state.” 

Catholics constitute 94 percent of 
the Republic of Ireland’s population 
of 3.1 million. There are 505,000 
Catholics in Northern Ireland’s 
population of 1.53 million. 


“BRITS OUT’ IS not a solution,” 
the bishop said. “When people say 
that they’re not just referring to 
British troops. The Protestants see 
that as an assault on a complete way 
of living.”

Scientist.says shroud authentic 


TURIN, Italy (NC) —More than two 
years of pollen testing on samples 
taken from the Shroud of Turin 
proves that the cloth believed to be 
Jesus’ burial shroud is authentic, a 
Swiss scientist said in a report to 
Cardinal Anastasio Ballestrero of 
Turin. 

The report, presented to the 
cardinal April 1 by criminologist Max 
Frei, confirmed Frei’s earlier findings 
that the shroud contains pollen from 
certain desert plants, now extinct, 
which had grown in Palestine and 
Turkey during Jesus’ day. 


FOR HIS TESTS Frei received 
permission to “dust” part of the 
shroud and study the pollen. During 
his 40 years with the crime squad of 
Zurich, Switzerland, he often used 


pollen samples collected from - 


clothing as evidence in court cases. 


In his report to Cardinal Balles- 
trero, Frei said he found 56 varieties 
of pollen on the shroud, including 
several types found only in the area of 
the southeastern Mediterranean. 

The pollen was more than 500 years 
old and had therefore been embed- 
ded in the shroud before it was 
brought to Europe by the Crusaders, 
the report said. 

FOLLOWING EARLIER pollen 
tests Frei had concluded that the 
shroud was about 2,000 years old and 
came from the area of Palestine. 

The ivory-colored shroud, 14 feet, 
three inches long and three feet, 
seven inches wide, is kept in a silver 
box in the Turin cathedral. In a 
photographic negative its markings 
appear as the image of a crucified 
man.

THE SWISS criminologist said he 
found no traces of paint or coloring 
on the shroud and therefore dis- 
missed the claims of critics that the 
image could have been painted on the 
shroud in later centuries. 


Frei also found traces of ointment 
made from a type of aloe plant which 
grows only on the island of Socotra, 
off the coast of South Yemen. 


Biblical texts say that ointment 
from Socotran aloe plants was 
applied to corpses before they were 
buried.

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Sense of mystery is lost 
to Christians of the West

others, in the words of St. Basil,” he added. 


When Father Maloney talks about a “process 
theology,” he means the theology of the early 
Fathers, which was “rooted in the Old and New 
Testament process of life.” 


This, he noted, is the mysterium by which we “are 
caught up in the dialectic of Jesus’ death and 


resurrection in our own lives,” instead of a theology , 


by which we try “to negate a static God. You don’t 
explain God by a theology that says Aging about 
God.” 


THIS SENSE OF MYSTERY -— or the lack of it— 
can be seen in the way East and West look at grace. 
In the West, said Father Maloney, grace has become 
objectified, a thing, whereas in the East. the 
indwelling of the Trinity is looked at as “Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit present to us in their uncreated 
energies which lead us right into the heart of the 
Trinity itself.” 


Eastern spirituality is based on a deep, personal ' 


relationship with God, in which transcendence 
becomes immanence, in which the Kingdom of God 
is realized as an indwelling ofthe Trinity, aprofound 
mystical experience which colors even the 
understanding of Eucharist and community, he 
noted. 


“In the West we nave a sdachant for objectifica- 
tion, which is certainly valid in science. But this 
leads to dichotomy and separation in the spiritual 
life. Mysticism, however, is a putting together into a 
unity without destroying the uniqueness of the 
constituent elements,” he said. 


LOVE THEN BECOMES a paradox, said Father 
Maloriey, because it “differentiates as it unites. In 
the East, it is possible to live with the many in the 
mystery of the one.” 


This basic difference in outlook colors much of 
the dialogue taking place between Rome and the 
Churches of the East, said Father Maloney, 
especially in the area of ecclesiology and the issue 
of the Roman primacy, which the East would see as 
one of honor more than of immediate jurisdiction. 


For the Roman Catholic Church, said Father 
Maloney, the issue becomes one of how much 
legitimate diversity can be allowed while remaining 
faithful to the basic truths of the faith. And while the 
Orthodox are unable even to dialogue among 
themselves, it is.only because of the visible Petrine 
office, said Father Maloney, that an ecumenical 
council like Vatican II was even possible. . 


THE FUTURE OF ECUMENICAL dialogue 
between East and West, said Father Maloney, 
requires that both Churches “get together and 
practice an ecclesiology rooted in fraternal love, an 


act which requires a tremendous healing of past . 


history, and living a unity which comes out of the 
Eucharist.”
